Th e commissioner of th e 
general land office affirmed th e deci­ 
sion th at Spencer sh ould take th e 
land.

From the latter, 
wires are distributed to the floors 
above, where a re smaller motors that 
may Is* run or not according to the 
re*« *ds of the establishment. 
These 
wires are connected with each motor 
by a k?y which enables the workman 
to turn the current on or off at will. 
Four of these tiny mechanisms fur­ 
nish work for eighty men. 
Electric­ 
ity is found to 
lie cheaper than 
steam because there is a waving in 
the use of coal, engine, belting, pi 
lie*, etc.. and hence power. Anoth 
advantage is that electric w ires mi 
l*e stretched for several mil« » *, a: 
the moter at that distance from t 
dynamo will be run as well as if 
were in the next room. 
It is sa 
that the power of a dynamo goes 
about three times as for as that of 
an engine of equal horse power, and 
it is l» elieve« l that this is the only es­ 
tablishment in the world worked in 
this manner, that is by wire**instead 
of shafts and belting.

Tluy Were Sentenced 
On Saturday afternoon J udge Hol­ 
land passed sentence on all those 
who had been conv icted for any crime 
or misdemeanor during the term of 
court. The time was set at 3 o’clock, 
and long before that time the court ' 
room was crowded by friends and 
acquaintances of the conv icted per­ 
sons who were anx ious to know the 
ex tent of punishment that was to be 
inliicted. The first one to lie sentenced 
was Wm. Bentley , who, it will be re­ 
membered, had plead guilty to grand 
larceny in the second degree, and 
who was sentenced td six months im­ 
prisonment in the penitentiary . This 
was a surprise to Bentley as well as 
the spectators, as it was thought he 
would certainly receiv e two y ears at 
least. Bentley was so elated at the 
lightness of his sentence that it is 
said he danced a jig when he was re­ 
turned to his cell in the jail. Frank 
Osliorne, found guilty of grand lar­ 
ceny in the first degree, was sentenced 
to fiv e y ears imprisonment in the 
penitentiary , the least that could be 
imposed under the law. This is con­ 
sidered by ev ery body as entirely too 
sev ere, and we understand that at the 
proper time an effort will lie made to 
hav e the sentence commuted to one 
or two y ears imprisonment, which is 
certainly enough to meet the demands 
of justice. A motion for a new trial 
was made in this case and was argued 
on Monday, but the motion was ov er­ 
ruled.

D e n v e r , March 30.—One of the 
most daring robberies on record occur­ 
red here yesterday afternoon. 
Thurs­ 
day tt stranger inquired for the presi­ 
dent of the First National bank, but 
as President Moffat was out, he came 
again yesterday and stated he had 
discovered a conspiracy whereby the 
bank was to be robbed. 
Mr. Moffat 
said he was busy at that moment, but 
would meet him at his private office 
in the bank at 1 o’clock. 
A few 
minutes after the hour appointed he 
called at the bank, and was shown 
into the president’s office. 
He in­ 
quired if the cashier was in, and was 
told that he was at lunch. 
He asked 
for a blank check for the purpose of 
showing how the robery was to be 
perpetrated. The check was handed 
him. 
He laid it upon the desk in 
front of Mr. Moffat and said: “I will 
have to do this myself.” and placing 
a revolver at the { resident’s bead, 
declared his intention of blowing that 
official’s brains out and aftorw’ard 
blowing the building up with a bottle 
of glycerine, unless the president im­ 
mediately filled out a check for $21,- 
000. 
Mr. Moffat started to argue but was 
informed that it was useless, and that 
he had but two minutes in which to 
fill out the check for $21,000. if he 
desired to live. Mr. Moffet, seeing 
no alternative, filled out tho check, 
aud was then ordered to take it to the 
paying teller and get it cashed. 
Mr. 
Moffet left his office, the man behind 
him, with the revolver partially con­ 
cealed under his overcoat and the 
muzzle almost against Moffat’s back, 
marched the president behind the 
counter and up to Paying Teller 
Keeler, with the request that the check 
be immediatedly cashed. After they 
had returned to the private office 
three or four minutes the robber said 
they were wasting time and that he 
hatl better step to the door and motion 
to the paying teller to come to him, 
which he did. 
Mr. Moffat ordered 
Keeler to bring the money into his 
office, and as ho turned to go away 
the robber told him he wanted twenty 
$1000 bills and $1000 in gold. 
The 
money was brought in and handed to 
the robber, who baoked out of the 
door, raising his hat as he reached 
the 
curbstone. 
Ho then w’alked 
around the corner and disappeared. 
The man has disapj>eared completely, 
and there are no reliable clues to

Not Swamp Lands. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , 
Special 
Telegram, 
April 2.—The secretary of the interior 
has rendered another decision affect­ 
ing the validity of the field notes of 
surveys of public lauds in Minnesota, 
by which the state secured a largo 
amount of 
alleged swamp lands. 
Margaret S. Spencer applied to enter 
the northwest quarter of section 29, 
tow’ii 63, range 11. Duluth land dis­ 
trict. but was met with the protest 
from the state that those were swamp 
lands and belonged to the state. A 
hearing was had, and it was shown 
that the lands -were high, dry and even 
hilly. 
The commissioner of the 
general land office affirmed the deci­ 
sion that Spencer should take the 
land. 
The state appealed to the 
secretary, claiming that the govern­ 
ment could not go back of the field 
notes. 
The secretary, quoting from 
the old decision of Minnesota against 
Lachance, show’ed that while the 
state might elect whether it w’onld 
select its lands from field notes of the 
surveys or by selections by agents, 
the government retained the right to 
overturn the field notes and resurvey 
the ground if it saw fit. 
In this case 
the secretary decided that the field 
notes were false and fraudulent and 
that the lands are not swamp lands. 
He allows Spencer to complete her 
entry. 
This is but one of the two or 
three cases which will lead up to an 
entire resurvev of the alleged swamp 
lands in the northern part of the 
state. It is alleged by officials of the 
general land office that great frauds 
have been perpetrated 
in 
noting 
swamp lands and that the govern­ 
ment can only protect itself by resur­ 
veys. The secretary of tin* interior

An Infamous Measure.

You cannot slaughter aud sell a beef 
in town unless you first get an inspec­ 
tor out before killing, to certify that 
the animal is not diseased.

army of officers? It is yon,you, you! 
Are your burdens so light that you 
w ant more ? This is the hardest blow 
the monopolists of the state have yet 
aimed at your welfare. Deluge your 
members of the legislature with 
protests by letter, i>ostal or petition 
against the passage of this most in­ 
famous bill. 


Not Swamp Lauds. 
Washington, Special 
Telegram, 
April 2. —The secretary of the interior 
has rendered another decision affect­ 
ing the validity of the field notes of 
surveys of public lauds in Minnesota, 
by which the state secured a largo 
amount of alleged swamp lands. 
Margaret S. Spencer applied to enter 
the northwest quarter of section ‘2*d, 
town 63. range IL Duluth land dis­ 
trict. but was met with the protest 
from the state that those were swamp 
lands and belonged to the state. A 
hearing was had. and it was shown 
that the lands were high, dry aud even 
hilly. 
The commissioner of the 
general land office affirmed the deci­ 
sion that Spencer should take the 
land. 
The state appealed to the 
secretary, claiming that the govern­ 
ment could not go back of the field 
notes. The secretary, quoting from 
the old decision of Minnesota against 
Lachance, showed that while the 
state might elect whether it wrould 
select its lands from field notes of the 
surveys or by selections by agents, 
the government retained the right to 
overturn the field notes and resurvey 
the ground if it saw fit. In this case 
the secretary decided that the field 
notes were false and fraudulent and 
that the lands are not swamp lands. 
He allows Spencer to complete her 
, entry. 
This is but one of the two or 
three cases which will lead up to an 
: entire resurvey of tile alleged swamp 
i lands in the* northern part of the 
state. It is alleged by officials of the 
general land office that great frauds 
j have been perpetrated 
in 
noting 
swamp lands aud that the govern­ 
ment can only protect itself by resur­ 
veys. The secretary of the interior

D e n v e r , March 30. One of the 
most daring robberies on record occur­ 
red here yesterday afternoon. Thurs­ 
day a stranger inquired for the presi­ 
dent of the First National bank, but 
as President Moffat was out, he came 
again yesterday and stated he had 
discovered a conspiracy whereby the 
bank was to be robbed. Mr. Moffat 
said he was busy at that moment, but 
would meet him at his private office 
in the bauk at I o'clock. A few’ 
minutes after the hour appointed he 
called ut the bank, and was shown 
into the president’s office. He in­ 
quired if the cashier was in, and was 
told that he was at lunch. He asked 
for a blank check for the purpose of 
showing how the robery was to Im* 
perpetrated. The check was handed 
him. 
He laid it iqxm the desk in 
front of Mr. Moffat and stud: “I will 
have to do this myself.” and placing 
a revolver ut the president's head, 
declared his intention of blowing that 
official's brains out and afterward 
blowing the building up with a bottle 
of glycerine, unless the president im­ 
mediately filled out a check for $21,- 
000. 
Mr. Moffat started to argue bui was 
informed that it was useless, mid that 
he had but two minutes in which to 
fill out the check for $21,000. if he 
desired to live. 
Mr. Moffet, seeing 
no alternative, filled out tho check, 
aud was then ordered to take it to the 
paying teller and get it cashed. Mr. 
Moffet left his office, the man behind 
him, with the revolver partially con­ 
cealed under his overcoat and the 
muzzle almost against Moffat's back, 
marched the president behind the 
counter and up to Paying Teller 
Keeler, with the request that the check 
be im media tedlv cashed. After they 
had returned to the private office 
three or four minutes the robber said 
they were wasting time and that he 
hail latter step to the door and motion 
to the paying teller to come to him, 
which he did. 
Mr. Moffat ordered 
Keeler to bring the money into his 
office, and as he turned to go away 
the robber told him he wanted twenty 
$1000 bills and $1000 in gold. The 
money w'as brought in and handed to 
the robl>er, who baoked out of the 
door, raising his hat as he reached 
the 
curbstone. 
Ho then walked 
around the comer and disappeared. 
The man has disapjjeared completely, 
and there are no reliable clues to 
work on

Horrible Crime in Censd*. 
W. A. Harvey, bookkeeper for J. W. Lyon 
and a t one time an accountant for E. R. C.

The chief 
raised tlie dead child's head from its crumped 
position and laid it on a pillow,

bed room found Harvey s oldest daughter 
lying t»eside a bed, also dead. The chief 
went down stairs, and in a clothes room off 
the kitchen he found Mrs. Harvey stretched 
n t full length, with a similar buliet wound. 
Further search through the house revealed 
nothing more, and no trace was found ofth s 
author of the dreadful triple murder. 
H ar­ 
vey went to the Central school and took his 
youngest 
daughter home. He was 
seen 
driving tow ard the Schaw Station, and it is 
thought he may have taken a train for 
to ro n to . Accordingly 
his 
son, 
w’co 
lives there, lias been warned for fear of 
further bloodshed. 
Harvey was the super­ 
intendent of the Sunday school 
n t St. 
George’s church. His motive for com m itting 
the triple m urder is unknown. W, A 
H ar­ 
vey, was a<terwards arrested a t Guelph by 
Detective Black. 
He was standing uncon­ 
cernedly on the corner ot King and Yonge 
streets smoking a cigar when arrested.

his person was found a new five-chambered 
revolver, with three empty cart ridges, recent­ 
ly dWdmr-ged. and two chamber* still load­ 
ed. 
He is apparently insane. 
He had sent 
a message to his son, who works in the city, 
asking him to walk dow n town and stav w ith 
him over night. The son had gone to Guelph 
on receipt of the news of the murder, and the 
message lell into the hands of the police.

I want £21,(XXI. and am going to hive It; I 
have considered this matter and the chances I 
aui run-jine and the conscquenc*'* if I fall and 
am arresu-d. I am pt nnilesi and a desperate 
man. and have been driven during the just week 
to that point where I have considered unlctde 
as the only meaus of escape from the pover y 
and in 1 scry in which I exist. You hsve iruil- 
ions 
I am determined to have what 1 have 
asked for. If you make a noise-, call a man or 
ring a bell, I will blow your brains oat arid then 
blow up the building and myself w ith this bot­ 
tle of glycerine. 
He at that m om ent pulled tbe oxp'osive 
out of ano:her pocket and concluded: 
“Now 
take your choice.” Moff att started to argue 
w ith the man, but was stopped with the in­ 
form ation th a t it w-as useless, und th at he 
had but two m inutes to fill out the check be­ 
fore him for ipj 1,000 if he desired to live. 
Moffatt, seeing no other alternative, filled

After they had rem ained in the private of­ 
fice three or four m inutes, the robber in­ 
formed Mr. M offatt th at they were w asting 
tune, ami th a t he had better step to the door 
and motion his teller to come to him, which 
he did. 
Moffatt instructed him to bring the 
money into his office, and as the teller turned 
to go aw ay the robber told him he w anted 
tw enty $1,000 bills und $ 1 ,0 0 0 in gold. The 
money was brought in and handed over to 
the gentlem an who, w aiting until tbe teller 
bad reached his desk, backed out to the front 
door, m aking Mr. Moffatt rem ain standing in 
ills door until he had reached the curbstone. 
He then raised his h a t and walked around 
the coi ner and hue not yet been heard of. 
Mr. Moffatt is com pletely prostrated w ith the 
shock. Detectives are out after the man, but 
no trace of him has been found. 
A m om ent 
after the alarm was given by Mr. Moffatt a 
m an started rapidly up Sixteenth street from 
the b.*nk, followed by a crowd and several 
officers.

Mr. Moffatt arrived a t police head­ 
quarters, and, after a glance at the prisoner, 
saia he was not the m an, aud he was im m e­ 
diately released.

$2,500 for the arrest of the robber.

of thorough honesty of purposo and great 
energy of character. 
Mr Gladstone, upon 
rising, w -s received with cheers. 
He said; 
Mr. Bright has been, to a verv remarkable de­ 
gree, happy in the moment of his removal from 
among us. He lived to see tho triumph of 
almost every meat cause to which ho specially 
devoted his heart and mind. 11c has established 
a sjiecial claim to the admiration of those from 
whom he differed through Ids lontr political life 
by marked concurrence with them uj>-»u the 
prominent and dominant question of the hour, 
w hile he has in that way opened the minds and 
hearts of those with whom he differed to appre­ 
ciation of his merits, he has tost nothing by that 
concord with them on the oarticuiar eubjeot w* 


ao much rejwesent. Thoueh Mr. Bright r»m* ta 
be sejiarated from the great bulk of the Liberals 
on the Irish question, on no single occasion has 
there been any word of dispardgeraent. I ac­ 
knowledge that I have not through my whole 
Bditical life fully embraced the character of 
r. Bright, and the vaiue of that character to 
the country. I sav this becauf* it was at the 
particular epoch of the Crimean war that I came 
more to understand than betore the position held 
by him and some of his friends, and tha hold 
thcr bad laid upon the confidence of the people. 
I was one of those » ho did not agree with the 
particular views he rook of the Crimean coLtest, 
bnt felt profoundly and never ceased to think 
what must have t een the moral elevation of men 
who, nurtured all their lives in the temple ol 
popular approval, could at a moment’s notice 
consent to pact with the whole of that favoi 
they enjoyou. which opponents might think the 
very breath of their nostrils. They accejited un­ 
doubted unpopularity, for that war commanded 
the enormous apj»roval ot the people. 
It was at 
that time that, although we hail known much ol 
Mr. Bright, we learned more. 
We had known ol 
his great mental gifts, his courage, his consist­ 
ency and his splendid eloquence. We had not 
known how high was the moral tone of those 
popular leaders, and what tqtlendld examples 
they could set their contemporaries. 
Amongst 
oi h it gifts, Mr. Bright was delegated to be our 
of the chief guardians of the purity of 
THE ENGLISH TONGUE. 
He knew how th i character of a nation is asso­ 
ciated with its language. He was enabled, as an 
Englishman profoundly attached to Ids coon try, 
the tongue of iLe people being to turn almost 
an object of worship, to j>reserve the purity of 
the language of Hliakest eare and Milton. An­ 
other circumstance of his career is ‘netter known 
to me than to any other person present. Every­ 
body i* aware iliat office had no attractions for 
him. But few can be aware what extra efforts 
were required to induce him to become a servant 
of the crown. In the crisis of 1868. when the 
fate of tfie Irish church hung in the balanoe.it 
was my duty to propose to Mr. Bright ihut he 
become a minister. I never undertook so diffi­ 
cult a task. From 11 o’clock at night un'il 1 
o’clock in the morning we steadily deba td the 
subject. It was only at the Inst moment that

He is alw ays doing I 
som ething to unnecessarily a ttra c t 
attention. 
When the m inister is in 
the middle of his discourse, and nil I 
eyes and ears are fixed on him, up 
sta rts the sexton from the other 
end of the church to march up the 
middle aisle. 
Ile distracts every- j 
body, even the m inister himself, and 
everybody wonders w hat it is all I 
about, but nobody will ever know. 
Ile d on't know himself. Then there j 
is the lazy sexton. He hangs about 
the vestibule during service, and is 
never on hand when wanted. People 
are not seated, and they go aw ay 
complaining about 
the 
m anage­ 
ment of the church. Tile good sex­ 
ton is one of the strongest pillars of 
the church, 
lie has it in his power 
to make the church popular by the 
attention he shows to strangers as ; 
well as to the members. 
If lit1 is a \ 
little vain and proud of his position, I 
so much the better. I t does not j 
hurt any m an to have some pride in 
his position. Take it all in all, the j 
position of sexton in our modern 
church is much more im portant than 
m ost persons imagine. 


A Mechanical Wonder. 


The Metropolitan. 
One of the unique spectacles a t I 
present attractin g the attention of 
mechanics as well as ordinary ob­ 
servers in th is city, is a five story 
building the machinery of which on 
every floor, is run apparently w ith -; 
out 
m otive power. 
One sees no I 
shafting, no connection between the j 
evolving wheels of lathes, punches 
and other forms of mechanism th a t 
are in operation, and nothing of the 
labyrinth of puliies and belts to 
which the eye lias become accustom- j 
cd in all factories. 
Electricity has 
taken the place of steam , wires of 
belts and a curious little m otor sup­ 
plies the power. The building refer- ! 
ri*d to be used for the m anufacture 
of all kinds of electric m otors. 
In 
the cellar is a boiler and a small en- ! 
gine which run a dynam o of seventy- : 
five horse power. From the latter, 
wires are distributed to the floors 
above, where are smaller m otors th at 
may Ik* run or not according to the 
needs of the establishm ent. 
These 
wires are connected with each m otor 
bv a key which enables the workman 
to turn the current on or off a t will. 
Four of these tiny mechanisms fur­ 
nish work for eighty men. 
Electric­ 
ity is found to 
be cheaper than 
steam because there is a saving in 
the use of coal, engine, belting, pul­ 
iies. etc., and lienee power. Another 
advantage is th a t electric win-s may 
l*e stretched for several miles, and 
the m eter a t th a t distance from the 
dynam o will lie run as well as if it 
were in the next room. 
It is said 
th a t the power of a dynam o goes 
about three times as far as th a t of 
an engine of equal horse power, and 
it is believed th a t this is the only es­ 
tablishm ent in the world worked in 
this manner, th a t is by wires instead 
of shafts and belting. 
Verily the 
revolutions of a rt and science are lie- 
coming more miraculous every day. 


Ss Racily of Shepherd Dogs.

A gentleman who has had consid­ 
erable to do with shepherds and i 
drovers in England and Scotland, 
speaking of the story published in 
the Oregonian a day or two since 
about a dog separating the ewes and 
wethers of a flock by noticing the 
car m arks, says there is no doubt 
but w hat it is true. He has known 
I dogs to go into a drove of sheep 
I which were marked with several din : 
I ferent m arks, and single out every 
I o n e bearing his m aster’s m ark. 
Ile 
says the shepherds train their flogs 
I by taking them along when puppies 
; under their care as they m ark t he 
1 sheep, and the dog Lh thus taught to 
liL’ilihmr. with nil amendment reducing the distinguish m arks. He says further 
th a t a t tile sheep m arket in Isling­ 
ton drivers have their sheep marked 
with red or blue paint, and when the 
drives get mixed a dog will go into 
the band and bring out all his m as­ 
te r’s sheep, telling them by the color 
of the m arking. Shepherd dogs are 
the most intelligent species of the 
canine family and when they are 
brought up am ong herds of sheep 
and trained to take charge of them, 
it is but reasonable to suppose th a t 
they m ight learn to notice m arks of 
any kind on them.

Some one asks lor a cure for indi­ 
gestion. There is no cure. Medicine 
is useless in m ost cases. The follow­

rules, however, will be found 
good. They are given by Dr. Kel­ 
logg, of the B attle Creek (Mich.) 
Sanitarium : E a t slowly, m asticat­ 
ing the food thoroughly—even m ore 
so, if possible th an is required in 
health. The m ore 
tim e the food 
spends in the m outh the less tim e it 
will spend in the stom ach. Avoid 
drinks a t meals; a t m ost tak e a few’ 
sips ot warm drink a t the close of 
the meal, if it is very dry in chnrac- | 
acter. In general, dyspeptic’ stom ­ 
achs m anage dry food better than 
th a t which contain much fluid. E at 
neither very hot nor very cold food, j 
The best tem perature is about th a t 
of the body. Avoid exposure to 
cold alter eating. 
Be 
careful to 
avoid excess in eating. E a t no more 
th a n the system requires. Sometimes j 
less th a n is really needed m ust b etak ­ 
en when the digestion is very weak, i 
Strength depends, n o t on w hat is 
eaten, b u t on w hat is digested. Never j 
take violent exercise, either m ental 
o r physical, ju st before or ju st after 
a meal. I t is n o t good to sleep im­ 
m ediately alter eating, nor within 
four hours of a meal. Never eat 
more th an three times a day, and 
make the last meal very light. 
For 
m any tw o meals are better th an 
three. Never ea t a morsel of any 
kind between meals. Never e a t when 
very tired, whether exhausted from 
m ental or physical labor. N evereat 
when the mind is worried or the tem ­ 
per ruffled, if possible to avoid doing 
so. E at only food th a t is easy of 
digestion; avoid com plicated and 
indigestible dishes, and take but one 
to three kinds of food a t a meal. 
Most persons will be benefited by the 
use of o a t meal, w heat meal, graham 
flour, cracked wheat, and other whole 
grain preparations. M any w ill find 
it necessary to avoid vegetables, 
especially wdien fruits aretaken. The 
foregoing rules together with the 
avoidance of every thing th a t dis­ 
agrees with me, abstinence from tea. 
coffee, sugar and all very starchy 
foods, tak in g cream in place of b u t­ 
ter and eating tw o meals a day, have 
nearly cured 
me when all other 
m eans failed.

Avoid 
I drinks at meals; at most take a few 
‘ sips of warm drink at the close of 
the meal, if it is very dry in charac- 
! acier. In general, dyspeptic’ stom- 
! nebs manage dry food latter than 
that which contain much fluid. Eat j 
neither very hot nor very cold food. ; 
I The l>est temperature is about that 
of the body. Avoid exposure to 
I t old after eating. Be careful to 
avoid excess in eating. Eat no more i 
I than tho system requires. Sometimes 1 
I less than is really needed must be tak- 
; en when the digestion is very weak. 
J Strength depends, not on what is 
J eaten, but on what is digested. Never 
■ take violent exercise, either mental 
or physical, just before or just after I 
I a meal. It is not good to sleep im- j 
I mediately after cating, nor within 
: four hours of a meal. Never eat ; 
! more than three times a day, and 
I make the last meal very light. For 
j many tAvo meals are better than ! 
three. Never eat a morsel of any J 
kind I >et ween meals. Never ca I when 
very tired, whether exhausted from 
mental or physical labor. Never eat 
Avhen the mind is Avorried or thetem- 
per ruffled, if possible to avoid doing 
so. Eat only food that is easy of 
digestion; avoid complicated and 
indigestible dishes, and take but one 
to three kinds of food at a meal. 
Most persons av i 11 be benefited by the 
use of oat meal, wheat meal, graham 
flour, cracked wheat, and other aa hole 
grain preparations. Many Avill find 
it necessary to avoid vegetables, 
especially when fruits aretaken. The 
foregoing rules together with the 
avoidance of every thing that dis­ 
agrees with me, abstinence from tea. 
coffee, sugar and all \*ery starc hy 
foods, taking cream in place of but­ 
ter and eating tAvo meals a day, have 
nearly cured 
me when all other 
means failed.

On Monday afternoon a severe wind 
storm passed over this city, doing 
quite a little damage. Trees were 
blown down in various parts of the 
city and a great many business signs 
were torn loose from their fastenings. 
The clouds presented the dark, green­ 
ish appearance that fortells a cyclone 
or hurricane, and hundreds of people 
took to their cellars prepared for the 
worst. 
The storm moved in an east­ 
erly direction and became stronger 
and more destructive after passing 
the city, completely demolishing a 
barn on Judge Donaldson’s farm some 
four miles east of here. While no 
very great damage is reported, the 
storm gave our people a good scare.

They Were Sentenced. 
On Saturday afternoon Judge Hol­ 
land passed sentence on all theme 
who had been convicted for any crime 
or misdemeanor during the term of 
court. 
The time was set at 3 o’clock, 
and long before that time the court 
room was crowded by friends and 
acquaintances of the convicted per­ 
sons who were anxious to know the 
extent of punishment that was to be 
inflicted. The first one to be sentenced 
was Wm. Bentley, who, it wdl be re­ 
membered, had plead guilty to grand 
larceny in the second degree, and 
who was sentenced td six months im­ 
prisonment in the penitentiary. This 
was a surprise to Bentley as well as 
the spectators, as it was thought he 
would certainly receive two years at 
least. Bentley was so elated at the 
lightness of his sentence that it is 
said he danced a jig when ho was re­ 
turned to his cell in the jail. 
Frank 
Osborne, found gudty of grand lar­ 
ceny in the first degree, was sentenced 
to five years imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, the least that could be 
imposed under the law. This is con­ 
sidered by everybody as entirely too 
severe, and we understand that at the 
proper time an effort will Iky made to 
have tho sentence commuted to one 
or two years imprisonment, which is 
certainly enough to meet the demands 
of justice. 
A motion for a new trial 
was made in this case and was argued 
on Monday, but the motion was over­ 
ruled. 
Fred McNaughton, convicted 
of assault in the second degree, was 
sentenced to two years imprisonment 
J as. Smith, convicted of grand larceny 
in the second degree, was sentenced 
to 13 months imprisonment at hard 
lalior. 
Tom Johnson, indict'd and 
convicted of forgery in the second de­ 
gree, was sentenced to five years im­ 
prisonment. 
Max Shapiro, for as­ 
sault in the third degree, was lim'd 
£50, which Ie* paid. 
He was also 
convicted of selling diseased m eat 
for which the judge sentenced him 
to pay a fine of £300 or be imprisoned 
one year in jail. A stay of sentence 
has been granted in this case for ten 
days, to give time to appeal to the 
supreme court, Mr. Shapiro giving 
bonds in the sum of $300. 
The last 
sentenced was Milo Levanway, who 
was convicted of highway robbery. 
Levanway is a tough character and 
his crime was a most heinoius one, 
consequently it was though he would 
be sentenced to at least IO years. 
The judge, however, sentenced him 
to but six years imprisonment. 
The 
judge in almost every c«*se imposedthe 
least punishment possible, and before 
passing sentence on Osborne and 
McNaughton. he spoke a few kindly 
words to them, and expressed his re­ 
gret at being compelled by his posi­ 
tion to pass sentence on them as he 
had l>een jiersonally acquainted with 
both for years. Tho prisoners were 
all taken that night by Sheriff Spald­ 
ing and his deputies to Stillwater, 
and handed safely over to the prison 
authorities.
